An exchange gives the following answer 
to the inquiry, "Why so few men in the 
church": — -'What, then, do we need in 
the púlpit?

Whcn we 
lift this secular life into its true sphere of 
Christían life, men will rejoice in it as the 
day of their deliverance. The púlpit 
alone cannot do this ; it must be by the 
pervading Christian spirit, the atmosphere 
of Christ bteathed into all the currents of 
life by those who love Him." 

We have on our table a chart issued by 
two eminent physicians giving the theory 
of Ptiltnonary Consumption. The rela- 
tion of the drink hàbit to this form of con- 
sumption, is somcwhat remarkable and 
attracted our attention.
